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Ithough the 1999 season begins in January, the Huskers have 

been focused on the upcoming season since last April 4, more 
than 250 days ago. That was when Nebraska saw its promising 1998 
season come to a premature end. The Huskers had entered regionals 
ona roll, posting the second-highest score in school history en route 
to a fifth straight conference crown, before struggling at regionals and 
missing the NCAA Championships for the first time since 1994, Dur- 
ing the summer and the fall, the motivation of missing the NCAAs has 
been an inspiration to draw on in preseason training.

Kendig said. "The team has come in focused and ready to go because 
they want to return to the NCAAs." 

With the return of the entire 1998 squad, the Huskers are deeper, 
focused and poised to make a return to the NCAA Championships in 
April. 


Strength in Numbers 
The fruits of having a team dominated by underclassmen will be 


(Lincoin, Neb.) and Misty Oxford (Kelso, Wash.), in addition to 
nine other letterwinners. With those || returnees, NU also adds a 
pair of incoming scholarship freshmen, Bree Dority (Kearney, Neb.) 
and Laura Goss (Austell, Ga.),and walk-on Andrea Kazeck (Castle 
Rock, Wash.), giving Kendig the deepest squad he's had during his 
six-year tenure. 

The Husker coaching staff is excited about the anticipated return of 
junior Amie Dillman (Katy, Texas), who missed the 1998 season. 
Dillman was one of NU’s top floor exercise performers in 1997 
before she dislocated both of her knees at the NCAA Regionals, 
forcing her to take a medical redshirt last season. Dillman has dili- 
gently progressed in her rehab, and the coaching staff expects her to 
be ready by the start of the season. 

One weakness last season was a lack of depth on several of the 
events. With the newcomers and the return of Dillman, the Huskers 
will have the numbers to withstand injuries. 

"I think our depth will help us in several ways," Kendig said."First, 
we will have the ability to overcome injuries, and second, it will force 
everyone to continue working in practice. We have the ability to go 
eight deep on every event and that was not the case last season. It will 
push everyone to work harder and that can only help the team.”

Brown was a major contributor on three events (BB, FX, V) last 
season, An All-Big 12 honoree on floor exercise, Brown's strongest 
event was balance beam, where she had the team’s best average (9.58) 
and scored a 9.725 or higher in six of the last seven meets. With four 
scores of 9.8 or higher on floor exercise, including a career best of 
9,875 at Penn State, she was a consistent placer who also led off NU's 
vaulting lineup. 

Although she competes on two events (UB, BB), McLaughlin is one of 
the most important gymnasts on the roster, McLaughlin is capable of 
scoring 9.90s on both of her events. On balance beam, McLaughlin had 
five scores of 9.75, including a team best of 9.875 against lowa State. On 
uneven bars, she scored a 9.80 or better on seven of her last nine 
routines. 

Last season, Oxford returned to the all-around lineup, competing in 
every event in 1998. She had three all-around scores of 39.225 or 
better, topped by a career-high score of 39.30 against lowa State. Oxford 
also tied the school record on the uneven bars, an event she competed 
in only once two years ago, with a 9.95 at Penn State. An All-American 
on vault and floor exercise in 1997, Oxford topped 9.90 four times on 
floor exercise and had a season high of 9.85 on vault at the Midwest 
Regional. 

One of NU's most improved gymnasts in 1998, Swift tied or set career 
highs in all three events she competed in last season. She scored a 9.65 
or higher on 10 of her last || floor exercise routines, including a career 
high of 9.85 at the NCAA regional and against lowa State. Swift, who tied 
her personal best on vault with a 9.75 at the Big 12 Championships, 
scored a 9.65 or higher on all seven of her vaults. 
| "The seniors give us a tremendous balance," Kendig said. "They really 
complement each other well because they each have different strengths 
and compete on different events.” 


All-Arounders Top Junior Class 

With all-arounders Heather Brink and Nicole Wilkinson (London, 
Ontario, Canada),and Laura Ohlendorf (Austin, Texas), Arica Lamb 
(Lincoln, Neb.) and Alisha Lamb (Lincoln, Neb.), the junior class 
gives Kendig's squad a solid nucleus to build upon. 

Brink, a three-time All-American, is one of the most talented gym- 
nasts in school history. The Lincoln native shares school records in the 
all-around (39.575), vault (9.95) and uneven bars (9.95), and has 10 ca- 
reer all-around scores of 39 or higher. One of the most powerful gym- 
nasts in the nation, Brink won the all-around at the Big 12 Champion- 
ships and became the first female NU gymnast to win an all-around title 
at regionals. Brink has the skills to match up with any gymnast in the 
country. 

Wilkinson, who has battled a wrist injury through much of the fall, 
does not have the power of Brink, but makes up for it in her clean and 
precise routines. She finished fourth at the Big 12 meetin the all-around 
and earned all-conference honors on vault and uneven bars. Wilkinson 
has been a consistent performer in the NU lineup and won the all- 
around at the Masters Classic last season. 

After two injury-plagued seasons, Ohlendorf is finally completely 
healthy and ready to show the skills that made her a highly sought-after 
recruit three years ago. In 1998, Ohlendorf struggled during the first 
half of the season after hyperextending her left elbow, an injury that 
forced the junior out of the beam lineup. On the uneven bars, Ohlendorf 
turned in her best performances of the year in the final three meets of 
the season, tying her career best of 9.775 at Penn State before scoring a 
9.75 at the Big 12 and regional meets. If healthy, Ohlendorf is a gymnast 
who is capable of competing on uneven bars, balance beam and floor 
exercise for the Huskers this season. Arica and Alisha Lamb are a pair of 
event specialists who are rik of earning a place in the lineup. Arica 
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Lamb is a two-year letterwinner who has specialized on vault, while her 
twin sister Alisha earned a spot in the floor exercise lineup during the 
early part of last season. Both gymnasts are excellent students who have 
earned academic All-Big 12 honors in each of the past two seasons. 


Sophomore Trio Looks to Contribute 

Sophomores Amy Ringo (Phoenix, Ariz.), Kathy Ligon (Cypress, 
Texas) and Stacie Sizer (Omaha, Neb.) will look to make an impact 
in the Husker lineup this season, 

Of the three, Ringo saw the most extensive action last season, com- 
peting on vault, balance beam and floor exercise. Ringo was NU's most 
improved gymnast during the year, and was one of the Huskers’ most 
consistent performers on balance beam, where she scored a team high of 
9.825 at regionals. She tied her career-best score on vault with a 9.75 at 
the same meet. Ligon competed only one time last season, on vault at the 
Maui Invitational, while Sizer did not compete in any meets as a freshman. 
All three will look to contend for spots in the lineup. Ligon could com- 
pete for a spot on either vault or uneven bars, while Sizer will be a 
valuable backup on floor exercise. 


Freshmen Look to Make Immediate Impact 

Three freshmen, Bree Dority, Laura Goss and Andrea Kazeck will look 
to make an impact on the Husker lineup. 

Dority, a three-time member of the Junior Olympic National team, 
finished 16th at the 1998 Junior Olympic nationals, including an eighth- 
place showing on floor exercise, A three-time state champion, Dority is 
a talented gymnast who may compete in the all-around this season, Goss 
is an elite level gymnast who is expected to step into the vaulting lineup 
as a freshman. Her vault, a Yurchenko full-on, pike-off, is the only one of 
its kind in the college ranks. Goss could also earn a spot on balance beam 
during the season. A walk-on, Kazeck, a two-time Junior Olympic na- 
tional competitor, is from the same club as senior All-American Misty 


Oxford. A gymnast who possess a lot of power, Kazeck's best event is | 


vault, where she has the ability to break into the lineup this season, 

"One of the reasons | am optimistic about the season is the freshmen 
we have brought in," Kendig said. "| could see all three of them in the 
lineup during the season, Bree could be an all-arounder for us, and that 
really says a lot about her because of our returning talent and depth. 
Laura and Andrea could help us on vault,an area where we weren't that 
deep last season." 


A Challanging Schedule Awaits 

According to Kendig and the coaching staff, the ingredents are in place 
for one of the most successful seasons in school history. 

"| think we have a chance to win every meet we are in this season," 
Kendig said. "We are as deep as we have ever been, and we have a lot of 
talent and experience returning. We have a difficult schedule, with NCAA 
teams Penn State, Arizona State and Washington along with the Big |2 
schools, and it should prepare us well for regionals and nationals.” 

One advantage the Huskers will have is that the NCAA Regional will 
be at the Bob Devaney Sports Center. There is also a new format to 
regionals. Six teams will compete at six different sites throughout the 
country and the top two teams from each regional will advance to the 
NCAAs. 

"| think the changes will help the sport tremendously,” Kendig said. 


"The top !2 teams will be seeded and sent out to the different sites so it 


should be a fair system. 

"In the past, teams had to wait until all the regionals were finished to 
see if they advanced to nationals. Now with the new format, a team will 
know as soon as the meet is over. It should add more to regionals and 
make it an exciting meet for the fans and the gymnasts." 
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Event-by-Event Outlook 


Vault: After adjusting to the changes in the code last season, the 
Huskers should be a stronger vaulting team this season. NU will be 
led by Heather Brink, a two-time All-American who scored a 9.80 
of better on her last eight vaults, Senior Misty Oxford, a first-team 
All-American in 1997 and a school-record holder with a 9.95, will also 
use a 10,0 vault for much of the season. Senior Courtney Brown, 
junior Nicole Wilkinson, last season's Big |2 runner-up, and fresh- 
man Laura Goss are also going to have vaults with 10.0 start values. 
Sophomore Amy Ringo and freshmen Bree Dority and Andrea 
Kazeck will round out the potential lineup. Junior Arica Lamb, and 
sophomore Kathy Ligon are two others who could see time in the 
lineup this season. 


Uneven Bars:The Huskers’ best event until regionals, all six of last 
season's returnees are back to make this one of the nation's top units, 
The coaching staff believes senior Laurie McLaughlin could earn 


| All-America honors on the event this season. Misty Oxford and 


Heather Brink, a two-time conference champion on the event, both 
tied the school record on the event last season and are capable of 
routines of 9,90 or better. Juniors Laura Ohlendorf and Nicole 
Wilkinson and senior Jess Swift were mainstays in the lineup last 
season and give Kendig a strong corps to work with, while freshman 
Bree Dority has the potential to earn a spot in the starting lineup. 
Sophomore Kathy Ligon and freshman Laura Goss will provide 
depth on the event. 


Balance Beam: Coach Kendig believes the addition of assistant 
coach and former Olympian Rhonda Faehn-Tetreault, along with 
returning the top seven performers on the event make this the Husk- 
ers’ strength entering the season. Seniors Laurie McLaughlin and 
Courtney Brown and junior Nicole Wilkinson were NU's most 
consistent performers a year ago, while senior Misty Oxford was an 
All-American on the eventin 1997. Junior Heather Brink and sopho- 
more Amy Ringo were solid as the Huskers’ first two performers 
last season and the duo should lead off the lineup again in 1999, 
Juniors Laura Ohlendorf, sophomore Kathy Ligon and freshmen 
Bree Dority and Laura Goss could challenge for a spot in the lineup 
because Kendig believes the team is 10 deep on the event. 


Floor Exercise: With the return of Big 12 champion Misty Ox- 
ford and Heather Brink, who was nationally-ranked on the event 
last season, NU has a solid one-two punch on floor exercise. Seniors 
Courtney Brown and Jess Swift recorded career bests last season 
and could contend for all-conference honors in 1999. Sophomore 
Amy Ringo and junior Nicole Wilkinson round out the returnees. 
Junior Laura Ohlendorf, sophomore Stacie Sizer and freshmen 
Bree Dority and Laura Goss all have the ability to find a spot in a 
talented Husker lineup. The wildcard in the lineup is junior Amie 
Dillman. If the Katy, Texas, native returns to her 1997 form, floor 
could be NU's most talented apparatus.

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facilities, Mabel Lee Hall. Completed in January of 1992 as part of a $14.9 

million athletic department renovation, Mabel Lee Hall is in the center of the 
campus, within walking distance to many of the University's attractions, including the 
Hewit Center and the Boekel Academic Center, Sapp Recreation Center and Cook Pavilion, 
the NU Coliseum, Memorial Stadium and several student residence halls. 

Mabel Lee Hall features the finest and most current equipment and training devices 
available to gymnasts. For optimum performance, it includes a state-of-the-art video and 
computer system, which allows coaches and athletes to immediately analyze routines. 
One unique feature of the gym is the Bare Acro Bungee System (BABS). This apparatus 
allows the gymnasts to work in a safe environment while fine tuning their spacial awareness. 
The two-level gym includes an above-ground loose foam/resi-pit. Built in the shape of an 
"L", the pit can be used for vaulting, bars and beam, and also includes a built-in trampoline. 
The 83-foot spring floor strip leading to the pits is also an ideal place to tumble. The 45- 
foot tumble track allows the gymnasts to work on various bounding skills. 

For the athlete's safety, the entire floor exercise area has been recessed so that it is 
level with the surrounding practice floor. There are three sets of AAI uneven bars, each 
equipped with wide spreaders. Two single bars are also available to aid the team’s training. 
One bar provides the athlete the option to land in loose foam or resi pit while the other 
is over a trench pit. 

Mabel Lee Hall also includes two state-of-the-art treadmills, two elliptical crosstrainers, 
locker room facilities, coaches offices and a fully-equipped training room.

As he begins his sixth season at Nebraska, Head Coach Dan Kendig 
has taken the Nebraska women's gymnastics program to the elite of 
collegiate gymnastics. 

In the 18 seasons before Kendig became head coach, NU produced 
five All-Americans. In the past four seasons, they have doubled that 
total, including a school-record four honorees in 1997. 

His teams have advanced to the NCAA Championships in three of 
the past four seasons, capped by the first appearance in school history 
in the NCAA Super Six Finals in 1997. 

Kendig has been named Big Eight or Big 12 Coach of the Year all five 
seasons, as his Huskers have posted an impressive 79-19 record (.806), 
winning the conference title in each of the last five seasons. In all five 
years, the Huskers have produced the all-around champion and at least 
one individual event champion. 

Under his guidance, NU has produced a finalist for NCAA Woman of 
the Year (Shelly Bartlett) and the academic All-American of the Year (Joy 
Taylor), as well as numerous academic all-conference selections. 

In five short seasons, Kendig has turned the Huskers into a force to 
be reckoned with, both in the arena and in the classroom. 

In 1998, Kendig's Huskers posted a 14-4 mark and won the Big 12 
Championships. The fifth straight title was the first time in conference 
history a women's gymnastics team had won five titles in a row. Ne- 
braska was also first in the Big 12 in the classroom, as eight gymnasts 
earned academic All-Big 12 honors, including seven first-team honor- 
ees, while Courtney Brown, Laura Ohlendorf and Misty Oxford were 
named Scholastic All-Americans by the National Association of Col- 
lege Gymnastics Coaches. 

During the 1997 season, Kendig's squad rewrote the record book. 
NU turned in four performances over |96, including a school-record 
score of 196.625 at the Masters Classic, and established school records 
in each individual apparatus in posting a 22-2 mark, the best mark since 
a 28-2 record in 1990. The Huskers, behind seven All-Big 12 selec- 
tions, captured the inaugural Big 12 Championship as Kendig earned 
conference coach of the year accolades. Former All-American Shelly 
Bartlett won the all-around title and two individual event titles, while 
Heather Brink tied Bartlett for the uneven bars crown was selected 
as the Big 12 Newcomer of the Year. 

After finishing third at the NCAA Midwest Regional, the Huskers 
recorded one of the most memorable moments in school history. 
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After missing the Super Six Finals by .025 in 1996, the Huskers claimed 
a berth in the finals by hitting all 24 routines in the preliminary 
session, forcing a tie with top-ranked Utah. Nebraska won the 
tiebreaker, which was the score of the sixth gymnast in each event, 
234.725-234.350, to make its first appearance in the Super Six Finals. 
The Huskers finished sixth, as Bartlett, Brink, Oxford and Kim DeHaan 
captured All-America honors. 

As impressive as those accomplishments are, Kendig's Huskers 
put an equal emphasis on classroom work. Four Huskers were named 
first-team academic All-Big 12, while four others were honorable- 
mention selections. Bartlett, Brown, DeHaan and Oxford earned 
NACGC Scholastic All-America honors during the 1996-97 school 
year, 

Kendig's first three seasons at Nebraska also produced their share 
of memories. 

In his first season as head coach in 1994, Kendig led the Huskers to 
their 10th Big Eight Conference championship, their first in four 
seasons, to earn Big Eight Coach of the Year laurels. Seven Huskers, 
including DeHaan, who was the Big Eight Newcomer of the Year, 
earned all-conference honors, and Nebraska's fourth-place regional 
finish was its best since 1990. 

In 1995, Kendig's second season, the Huskers continued to move 
toward national prominence. Led by Martha Jenkins and DeHaan, 
who won individual titles, Nebraska won its school-record | Ith Big 
Eight crown. At the Midwest Regional, held at the Bob Devaney 
Sports Center, Nebraska finished second, allowing the Huskers to 
return to nationals for the first time since the 1990 season. The 
Huskers placed | Ith at the NCAA Championships, and Joy Taylor 
became the sixth Husker in school history to earn All-America hon- 
ors, placing | 5th on the uneven bars, 

Kendig's 1995 squad also earned praise in the classroom. The 
Huskers were named NCAA Academic Gymnastics Team Champi- 
ons, compiling a 3.561 grade-point average. Seven Huskers were 
named to the Big Eight Academic Honor Roll, including Nicole Duval, 
who repeated as a GTE/CoSIDA First-Team Academic All-American, 
and Taylor, who was named a Second-Team Academic All-American. 

The 1996 Huskers closed the book on the Big Eight with a domi- 
nating performance at the final Big Eight Championships. Kendig was 
named coach of the year for the third straight season, as NU won its 
12th and final Big Eight Conference title. In the individual events, 
DeHaan and Taylor combined to win all four individual titles, marking 
the first time in school history that NU had swept the four events at

DeHaan both sported perfect 4.0 grade-point averages. In addition, 
three other Huskers were named to the academic All-Big Eight first 
team. 
Kendig's ties to Nebraska gymnastics go back to 1980, when he served 
as an assistant under Judy Schalk for the women's team until 1983. 
During that time, the Huskers won three Big Eight Championships 
and advanced to the NCAA National Championships in 1982 and 
1983. The 1983 squad was one of only two NU squads in school 
history to win an NCAA regional. 
In 1983, Kendig became the head coach at Indiana University of 
Pennsylvania, where he stayed until 1992. During his nine-year 
tenure, his teams captured NCAA Division II national champion- 
ships in 1988 and 1989, won six regionals and produced 37 All- 
Americans. He also saw all of his athletes earn their degrees. 
During the 1993 season, Kendig was the women's gymnastics 
coach at Cornell (N.Y.) University where he coached three aca- 
demic All-Americans before coming to Nebraska after the 1993 
season, 
Kendig, who earned his bachelor's degree in physical education 
from the University of Kentucky in |979, began his coaching career 
as an assistant women's gymnastics coach at his alma mater from 
1978 to 1980. At that time, he became an instructor at the Wood- 
ward Gymnastics Camp in Woodward, Pa. In his 20 years at Wood- 
ward, Kendig has advanced from an instructor to a program direc- 
tor to a master staff instructor, the position he currently holds. Kendig and the Huskers celebrate a fifth straight conference title in 1998. 
NU's score of 196.55 was the second highest in school history.

Rob Drass begins his eighth season in the Nebraska women's 
gymnastics program. Drass served as a graduate assistant coach from 
1991 to 1992 before being elevated to assistant coach in 1993. 

Drass, the National Association of Collegiate Gymnastics Coaches 
1996 Midwest Regional Assistant Coach of the Year, is the primary 
floor exercise coach and works with Coach Dan Kendig in coaching 
the Huskers on the uneven bars. 

Under Drass' tutelage, Kim DeHaan and Misty Oxford earned All- 
America honors in the floor exercise in 1997, marking the first time 
that Nebraska has had an All-American in the event. Over the past 
two seasons, the Huskers scored 49 or better seven times, including 
a school-record score of 49.50 against Penn State in 1997, At the 
conference level, DeHaan won back-to-back Big Eight championships 
in the floor exercise in 1995 and 1996, and Misty Oxford won the Big 
12 floor exercise title last season. 

On the uneven bars, Joy Taylor (1995), Shelly Bartlett (1997) and 
DeHaan (1996-97) all captured All-America awards under Drass. At 
the conference level, Martha Jenkins (1994), DeHaan (1996), Bartlett 
(1997) and Heather Brink (1997-98) have won or shared five confer- 
ence individual titles since 1994. 

Drass was a gymnast at Penn State from 1987 to 1990. As a Nittany 
Lion, Drass competed at the NCAA Championships all four years. 

A seasoned gymnast who began competing at age nine, Drass be- 
gan his coaching career while in college, as the assistant boys’ gym- 
nastics coach at the McCracken's Gym School in Kansas City in 1987. 
He served as the head boys’ coach at the Nittany Gym School in 
Pennsylvania in the summer of 1988. Since | 989, Drass has worked at 
the Woodward Gymnastics Camp in Pennsylvania during the summer 
along with Kendig. 

Drass graduated from Penn State with a bachelor's degree in mar- 
keting in 1990, He completed his master's degree in strategic man- 
agement and long-range planning at Nebraska in May 1994. 

Drass resides in Lincoln and is married to former Husker All-

Last season, Faehn-Tetreault was named the 1998 Southeast Region 
Assistant Coach of the Year, after playing a crucial role in the Terps 
qualifying for their first Southeast Regional meet since 1991. Maryland 
improved from | |-18 in her first season to 22-18 and a seventh-place 
Southeast Regional finish last season. 

Originally from Coon Rapids, Minn., Faehn-Tetreault brings an exten- 
sive background to the Husker program. She was a member of the 1988 
Olympic Team and has previously trained under world famous coach 
Bela Karolyi. In addition to her Olympic experience, Faehn-Tetreault 
was a four-year member of the United States National Team (1985-88). 
She was the United States vault champion, scoring a perfect 10.0 in 1988. 
In 1987, she was the highest U.S. finisher at the World Championships, 
placing | 9th,and was a gold medalist at the 1987 PanAmerican Games in 
Indianapolis, Ind. Faehn was an honorary inductee into the University of 
Minnesota Women's Gymnastics Hall of Fame in Dec. 1998. 

Before arriving at Maryland in 1997, she was the head coach at Lanco 
Gymnastics Training Center in Lancaster, Pa., from 1994 to 1996 after 
beginning her coaching career as a volunteer assistant at UCLA from 
1993-94. 

In her time at the Lanco Gymnastics Training Center, Faehn-Tetreault 
organized a team program for levels four through |0. She was in charge 
of choreography for the beam and floor exercises and coached her level 
nine team to a state championship. 

Faehn-Tetreault was also a master staff member, clinician and counse- 
lor at the Woodward Gymnastics Camp in Woodward, Pa., the USACGTC 
Gymnastics Camps in California and Massachusetts and the Interna- 
tional Gymnastics Camp in East Stroudsburg, Pa. 

Faehn-Tetreault graduated from UCLA in 1994 with a bachelor's de- 
gree in history. She is married to Craig Tetreault.

Born and raised in Texas, Moeser earned a bachelor of music degree 
with honors in 196] and a master of music degree in 1964 from Texas 
at Austin. He completed advanced study in Berlin and Paris under a 
Fulbright grantand earned a doctor of musical arts from Michigan in 1967. 
He has an international reputation as a concert organist and concertized 
until 1993. He was president of the American Guild of Organists and vice 
president from 1986 to 1990. 

Chancellor Moeser's wife, Susan Dickerson Moeser, also holds a 
doctor of musical arts degree and is a faculty member in the UNL School 
of Music with an active concert organ schedule. Moeser is the father of 
two children, one is a college student in Kansas, and the other is a 
journalist in Phoenix.

Josephine Potuto, the Richard H. Larson Professor of Constitutional 
Law, became Nebraska's eighth institutional representative to the 
NCAA on May 15, 1997. 

Along with her duties as Nebraska's faculty representative, Potuto 
serves as the chairwoman of the Big 12 Council of Faculty Representa- 
tives. Potuto was secretary and vice chairwoman of the rules governance 
committee of the university's NCAA certification committee, and in 
1996, she completed a three-year term on the academic senate's 
intercollegiate athletics committee. Potuto is also an advisor to the 
Uniform Law Commissioners Committee to draft a sports agent statute. 

Potuto teaches constitutional procedure and criminal law, and she 
also teaches a course in sports law. She joined the Nebraska law faculty 
as an assistant professor in 1974, Potuto was named to the Larson 
professorship in 1988 and has been a faculty member at NU's Center of 
Children, Family and the 
Law since 1987. She has 
been a visiting professor 
of law at the University of 
Arizona, Rutgers Univer- 
sity, the Cardozo Col- 
lege of Law at New York's 
Yeshiva University, the 
University of Oregon, the 
University of North Caro- 
lina and Seton Hall Uni- 
versity. 

While on sabbatical during the 1983-84 academic year, Potuto was an 
assistant prosecutor in Essex County (Newark), N.J. She has also spent 
four of the last seven summers working in the prosecutor's office in 
Morris County, N,]. 

Potuto is a member of the bar for the U.S. Supreme Court, the 
U.S.Court of Appeals for the Third Circuit, U.S. District Court and the 
state bars in Nebraska and New Jersey. She is the author of three books 
and several articles. Potuto was the project director for the Uniform 
Law Commissioners Sentencing and Corrections Act, She also was the 
drafter for the Nebraska Supreme Court Committee to Draft Criminal 
Jury Instructions. 

Potuto earned her bachelor's degree in journalism at Rutgers’ Douglass 
College in 1967, then earned her master's degree in English literature 
at Seton Hall in 1971. She received her juris doctorate at the Rutgers 
Law College in 1974.

University of Nebraska 
Director of Athletics 


In his sixth year at Nebraska, Bill Byrne continues to leadand improve 
one of the nation's best athletic programs. Byrne became the | Ith 
Nebraska Director of Athletics on June 26, 1992, replacing the 
legendary Bob Devaney. 

He came to Nebraska following | 0 successful years at the University 
of Oregon. Highly respected among his peers, Byrne was elected vice- 
president and secretary-treasurer of the College Football Association. 
He isa member of the NCAA Legislative Strategic Planning Cabinet and 
has served on the NCAA Special Committee on Marketing and 
Licensing and the Committee on Special Events. He has worked 
tirelessly to establish close ties with the NU community and Husker 
fans, Byrne has canvassed the state visiting with boosters to learn the 
needs of all Husker fans. 

Among his many accomplishments at Nebraska, Byrne has continually 
upgraded facilities, including the addition of two HuskerVision replay 
boards at Memorial Stadium in 1994. Besides becoming the first 
collegiate-owned venue to feature replay boards for its fans, Memorial 
Stadium was renovated to include a state-of-the-art training room, 
expanded locker rooms for coaches and players, a new public address 
system, expanded restrooms and expanded concession areas. Section 
14 was rebuilt in 1994 to offer increased seating for disabled fans. 

Byrne's future plans ensure that NU's facilities remain the nation's 
best for Husker athletes and fans. He enlisted the Kansas City, Mo., 
firm of HOK Sports to develop a master facilities plan for the athletic 
program. A new press box and sky boxes are part of the renovation 
plans for Memorial Stadium, along with an expanded main concourse 
area. The East Stadium Plaza is being developed, while waterproofing 
and concrete repair continues throughout the stadium. The $2.9 
million indoor track renovation at the Bob Devaney Sports Center will 
begin, while the Ed Weir Outdoor Track will be resurfaced. The 
Abbott Sports Complex has received a new press facility for women's 
soccer, 

In 1997-98, the Devaney Center received a new locker room for 
women's staff, a new roof over the poolareaand the central concessions 
area was remodeled. The NU Softball Complex received a new press 
box and exit plaza, while a new volleyball ready room was constructed 
in the NU Coliseum. A new shooting range was devised for the 
women's rifle team in the Military and Naval Science Building. The 
Athletic Ticket Office relocated to the Stadium Drive Parking Garage, 
along with the new Huskers Authentic retail store, and the Athletic 
Marketing and Development offices moved to the South Stadium Office 
Building. In 1996-97, the Devaney Center received anew sound system, 
new weight room, new women's basketball locker room and a 
passenger elevator, and Buck Beltzer Stadium received new infield turf. 
The computer center in the Boekel Academic Center also tripled in size, 

Byrne's leadership has kept the Huskers among the nation's elite. In 
fact, during the 1997-98 season, Nebraska: 

+ became only the second school in NCAA history to win three 
football national championships in a four-year span. 

+ recorded its fourth consecutive top 10 finish in the Sears 
Directors! Cup standings, with a ninth-place showing in Division |, the 
best showing of any Big 12 Conference school. 

+ won six Big 12 championships (football, women's swimming, 
women's gymnastics, softball, men's indoor and outdoor track). 

+ finished in the top 10 nationally in seven sports (men's: football, 
gymnastics; women's: softball, volleyball, soccer, outdoor trackand bowling). 


+ won its |9th consecutive conference all-sports crown. 

With Byrne's leadership, Nebraska became the first Big Eight school 
to add women's soccer as a varsity sport in 1994. Byrne continues to 
expand opportunities for Husker athletes. During 1997-98, women's 
bowling was added as a varsity sport, and women's rifle began last fall, 
giving the Huskers 24 sports, the most in the Big 12. 

Along with maintaining the highest standards on the field, Byrne has 
reorganized the department for the 2|st century. Stressing more efficient 
use of resources, Byrne has created a one-stop shopping type of 
organization to meet the needs of student-athletes, fans and contributors. 
He also reorganized Nebraska's fund-raising efforts and started an 
integrated marketing and licensing program. 

Byrne is recognized as a national leader in intercollegiate athletics and 
continues to make an aggressive effort to help place conference officials 
on key NCAA committees to represent Big |2 institutions. He was 
recently chosen to serve as the chairman of the Big 12 Conference Board 
of Athletic Directors and has been instrumental in conference development 
and an active voice in its planning. 

In conjunction with the rest of Nebraska's administration, Byrne has 
arranged to use the Husker football and basketball networks to promote 
causes and concerns important to the entire university community, 
including the institution's increased role in research. 

Before bringing his expertise to Nebraska, Byrne was the Oregon 
Director of Athletics. He assumed the duties of director of athletics in 
May 1984, as one of the youngest directors in Division |. Byrne established 
fund-raising offices in Portland and southern Oregon and established a 
full-time marketing and promotions operation, which blossomed to 
encompass the Oregon Sports Network for statewide in-house 
production of Ducks’ games on radio and television. 

Byrne led the $19 million fund drive at Oregon that resulted in new 
homes for the Ducks’ football team and athletic department offices. He 
was responsible for the construction of a new press box, sky suites and 
total renovation of Autzen Stadium, which concluded in 1991. Two years 
later, the facility's Hall of Champions was dedicated in Byrne's honor. 

Byrne has served as president of the National Association of Collegiate 
Directors of Athletics (NACDA) in 1991-92, and is in his seventh year on 
the NACDA Executive Committee, He was also chairman of the Pac-10 
Conference Executive Committee and was the National Athletic 
Fundraisers Association National Fundraiser of the Year. 

Byrne grew up in Idaho and attended Idaho State. He was the student 
body president and received bachelor's and master's degrees in business 
from Idaho State in 1967 and 1971. Before going to Oregon in 1982, he 
was Assistant Athletic Director at San Diego State (1980-82), Executive 
Director of the New Mexico Lobo Club (| 976-79) and Director of Alumni 
Relations at Idaho State (1971-76). 

Byrne's wife, Marilyn, is the Dean of Graduate Studies in Education at 
Doane College and earned her Ph.D. in Higher Education Administration 
from NU. The Byrnes have two sons and two grandsons, Greg and Regina 
Byrne and their sons, Nicholas, 3, and Davis, |, live in Eugene, Ore., where 
Greg is an athletic fundraiser for the University of Oregon. Bill and 
Marilyn's other son, Bill, is a section manager for Visa in its world-wide 

computer center located in San Mateo, Calif.

Bob Burton is in his first year at Nebraska as the associate athletic 
director for sports administration. Burton is responsible for the 
administration and supervision of 20 of Nebraska's 24 varsity sports, 
with the exception of football, men's basketball, women's basketball 
and volleyball, He will oversee budgets, personnel, scheduling and 
compliance for his assigned sports. He fills the position that became 
available when Al Papile moved to football to assist with the direction 
of football operations in August of 1997, 

Burton served in a similiar position at Oklahoma State as the assis- 
tant athletic director for sports administration and compliance from 
1993 to 1997, He oversaw Oklahoma State's Olympic sports pro- 
grams and the training and strength and conditioning programs, 

Burton comes to Nebraska from Texas Tech, where he served as an 
associate athletic director for compliance for one year. While at Texas 
Tech, Burton helped complete the NCAA investigation into the Red 
Raider athletic department and analyzed the entire compliance system 
at the institution. He also helped identify and implement financial aid 
and eligibility systems, including changes in personnel and restructur- 
ing of the compliance department. 

Burton served as a legislative administrator for the NCAA from 
1989 to 1993. At the NCAA, he was involved in the development of 
legislation, interpretation of regulations and reviewed legal issues 
related to the application of the association's regulations. He served 
as an NCAA liaison to committees and provided comprehensive edu- 
cation to several intercollegiate athletic conferences. He has served 
on the National Association of Athletic Compliance Coordinators 
Executive Committee and the subcommittee of Big 12 Directors of 
Compliance. 

Although he has served in athletic administrative positions around 
the country for the past decade, Burton is no stranger to Nebraska. 
He received his bachelor's degree in finance from NU in 1985 and his 
juris doctorate from the University of Nebraska School of Law in 
1989, 

Burton is a native of Falls City, Neb.,and graduated from Falls City 
High School in 1981.

Dr. Barbara A. Hibner is in her 20th year at Nebraska. She is an 
associate athletic director and the senior woman administrator, 

In addition to her responsibilities with compliance for the entire 
athletic program, Hibner also coordinates and directs special events, 
including Big 12 Conference and NCAA Tournament events. 

Hibner has directed NCAA Tournament events in softball, volleyball, 
basketball and soccer. In 1998, she directed the NCAA Regional Softball 
Tournament, Nebraska's home matches in the NCAA Women's Volley- 
ball and Soccer Tournaments in Lincoln and helped the Huskers play host 
to the Big 12 Conference tennis tournament. Hibner is also the meet 
director for the NCAA women's gymnastics regional this spring. 

She supervises the publication of the student-athlete handbook and 
was the senior editor of the letterwinners directory, "107 Years of 
Letterwinners at Nebraska," in 1997. Hibner was also responsible for 
the creation of the University of Nebraska's "Lil' Red" in 1994. 

Hibner is an active member of the NCAA Committee on Athletics 
Certification as a peer reviewer. She began serving a five-year term as 
a peer reviewer in 1994. She was recently elected to serve as the 
chairwoman of the Big 12 Conference Board of Senior Woman Admin- 
istrators, 

She was chosen as the National Association of Collegiate Women 
Athletic Administrators District Seven Administrator of the Year in 
1997, She also received the YWCA Tribute to Women award in 1994. 

Hibner joined the Nebraska staff in 1978 as an assistant women's 
athletic director. She became the women's athletic director in 1985 and 
added the duties of marketing, promotions and compliance for women's 
sports in 1986, Her position changed from women's athletic director 
to senior women's administrator in 1994, 

Hibner is an extremely vocal supporter of the progress and advance- 
ment of women's athletics at Nebraska and throughout the nation. Inthe 
past five years, soccer (1994), bowling (1997) and rifle (1998) have been 
added to give Nebraska a Big |2-leading 13 female athletic programs. 

The native of Gettysburg, Pa., Hibner earned her bachelor of science 
degree from Penn State University in 1964. She continued her education 
at the State University of New York at Cortland, receiving her master 
of science degree in 1970 and her Ph.D. in psychology of motor learning 
and administration in 1977 from Texas Woman's University. 

Hibner came to Nebraska after serving as a successful teacher, coach 
and athletic administrator at both the high school and collegiate levels. 

She is a member of the National Association for Collegiate Directors 
of Athletics, the National Association of Collegiate Women Athletic 
Administrators, the National Association of Athletic Marketing and 
Development and the National Association of Athletics Compliance 
Coordinators. 

She is also a member of the American Association of University 
Women, the National Softball Coaches Association, the Women's 
Basketball Coaches Association and the American Volleyball Coaches 
Association, She is a past chairwoman for the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association's National Softball Committee and was a member 
of the NCAA Women's Committee on Committees from 1989 to 1991. 

Hibner served on the Board of Directors of the University of 
Nebraska Federal Credit Union for six years, is a past president of the 
Nebraska Association for Administrative Development and is a member 
of the Lincoln chapter of the Administrative Management Society.

One of the nation’s most prolific conferences, the Big |2 maintains its 
leadership role in academic, student life, competition, sportsmanship and 
compliance areas within the NCAA framework. 

Dedicated to achieving the highest goals in the integration of academic and 
athletic endeavors, Baylor, Colorado, lowa State, Kansas, Kansas State, Missouri, 
Nebraska, Oklahoma, Oklahoma State, Texas, Texas A&M and Texas Tech 
combined forces on February 25, 1994, and forged the Big |2 Conference, 
one of the most powerful alliances in NCAA Division | competition. 

Individually, member schools have long been respected for successes both 
in its classrooms and its stadiums. In all, conference institutions have received 
accolades for the quality of academic resources, programs and services offered 
to students. Athletically, Big 12 teams have accounted for more than 150 
national team championships—| 38 NCAA and | 6 wire service football titles— 
while its student-athletes have claimed more than 800 NCAA crowns entering 
the 1998-99 academic year. 

The formation of the Big |2 represented an undertaking by school chief 
executive officers to combine resources to achieve higher levels of performance 
heading into the 21st Century. Institution chancellors and presidents serve as 
chief policy makers for the conference, operating as the Board of Directors. 
Administration of the circuit occurs through the Council of Faculty Athletics 
Representatives, Board of Athletic Directors and Board of Senior Woman 
Administrators. 

The Big 12 took a bold step toward community service in May, 1996, by 
adopting Special Olympics as its primary philanthropy. Other charitable and 
community service organizations such as the Lou Groza National Collegiate 
Place Kicker Award, NCAA YES Program and Best Buddies, to name a few, have 
the sponsorship of the conference. Member-institutions have provided facilities 
for local, regional and national Special Olympics competition for years, but 
under the Big |2 blanket, Special Olympians, their coaches and their fans have 
the opportunity to interact as recipients of clinics and other cooperative 
efforts in conjunction with Big |2 events. InAugust, | 996, Executive Directors 
of Special Olympics in the seven-state area and Big |2 officials decided to 
promote the national movement through public service announcements aired 
to all 50 states and overseas’ markets during Big |2 football and basketball 
games and on the weekly"’Big 12 Showcase” television program. 

Another innovative venture of the Big |2 is the development of the Life 
Skills Program andAcademic Services. Programs such as the Student-Athlete 
Advisory Committee, Special Olympics and the YES program of clinics and 
stay-in-school messages to youngsters are a few of the life skills areas promoted 
by the Big 12. Student-athletes play an active role in community endeavors 
such as hospital visits, youth school programs, enhance/eligibility information 
and anti-violence campaigns promoted through local appearances and public 
service announcements aired during Big |2 contests. 

Exposure is key in any endeavor of this magnitude, and the Big 12 has one 
of the best regional and national telecast agreements in the nation. ABC and 
Fox Sports Net combine to produce nearly 40 football games annually in 
syndicated, regional, national and prime-time windows. The Big 12 blankets 
television on the Friday after Thanksgiving with back-to-back national grid 
telecasts of Texas-Texas A&M and Colorado-Nebraska. ESPN and ESPN 
Regional provide regional over-the-air syndication, national cable and national 
network coverage of up to 90 men’s basketball games per season. The Big |2 
iS a mainstay in the ESPN lineup with the highest rated college basketball slot 
on "Big Monday.” In addition to the highly successful syndicated package 
within the seven-state conference region, ESPN Regional markets 10 games 
annually to CBS and ABC for the Big 12. All || games of the Big 12 Phillips 66 
Men's Basketball Tournament are aired either regionally or nationally. Fox 
Sports Net relies on Big 12 supplied programming of regular-season volleyball 
and women’s basketball, while televising nearly 30 events per year. Big 12 
championships also have a home at Fox Sports Net. At least eight Big 12 
Olympic championships are televised on either a regional or national cable 
basis, and Fox Sports Net boasts one of the best weekly collegiate programs in 
the 39-installment "Big 12 Showcase.” ESPN ventures into the mix by 
promoting and televising an annual Big |2 women’s basketball challenge and 
will air the 1998 Phillips 66 Men's Basketball Tournament title game.

In all, packages with ABC, Fox Sports Net and ESPN guarantee the Big 12 
the finest intercollegiate coverage through the year 2000 (2003 with ABC for 
football television) and $145 million to member institutions. 

The Big |2 hit the field with Oklahoma claiming the inaugural conference 
title in softball on May | 1, 1996. Big 12 football kicked off in grand fashion as 
Texas edged Nebraska, 37-27, in the first Dr. Pepper Big 12 Football 
Championship Game to allow the conference to gain two Bowl Alliance berths 
and to bring a very successful 1996 to a close, 

The Big | 2 utilizes a North-South divisional format in football, with the two 
Oklahoma schools and the four Texas schools making up the Big |2 South and 
the remaining six schools complete the Big |2 North. The champions of each 
division face each other in an electric showdown in early December to determine 
the Big 12 representative to the Bowl Alliance. Thanks to the high level of 
competition, the Big 12 has been the only conference with two teams 
participating in the alliance in each of the last two years, and Nebraska 
clinched the national title in the ESPN/USA TODAY football poll on Jan. 2, 
1998, with a 42-17 victory over Tennessee in the FedEx Orange Bowl. In 
addition to the alliance. the Big 12 has other bowl agreements with the 
Southwestern Bell Cotton Bow! Classic, Culligan Holiday Bowl, Builders Square 
Alamo Bowl, the Insight.com Bowl and the Sanford Independence Bowl. 

In 1997-98, the 21 regular-season championship trophies were divided 
among seven schools. Nebraska won the Big 12 all-sports title by capturing six 
trophies (football, softball, women's gymnastics, women's swimming and diving 
and men's indoor and outdoor track). Texas took five titles (volleyball, men's 
swimming and diving, women's indoor and outdoor track and women's tennis), 
whileTexas A&M claimed three crowns (women's soccer, women's golf, men's 
tennis).Colorado (men's and wamen’s cross country), Oklahoma State (wrestling 
and men's golf) and Texas Tech (women's basketball and baseball) each 
captured two titles, while Kansas (men's basketball) earned the final conference 
crown. 

Four Big 12 schools, lowa State, Missouri, Nebraska, and Oklahoma, 
compete in women's gymnastics, The | 999 Championships will rake place at 
the Hearnes Center in Columbia, Mo.,on March 27, 1999.

Outlook: After five knee surgeries and over 19 months of rehabilitation, junior Amie 
Dillman is set to make her return to competition this winter. A fourth-year junior, Dillman 
was one of the Huskers’ most dynamic floor exercise performers and reliable vaulters when 
she tore both posterior cruciate ligaments (PCL) and dislocated both of her knees in warmups 
before the 1997 Midwest Regional meet in Salt Lake City, Utah. The Katy, Texas, native has been 
an inspiration to her teammates and the coaching staff, fighting back from a possible career- 
ending injury and could earn a spot in the floor exercise lineup.

She has the ability to give 
us depth on the event this season.”

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Maui, Hawaii -- No. 7 Nebraska could not overcome a strong start 
by NCAA runner-up Arizona State as the Sun Devils won the four- 
team Maui Invitational before 500 spectators at the Lahaina Civic 
Center. 

The Sun Devils, ranked third in the preseason coaches poll, finished 
with 191,00 points, 1.65 more than the runner-up Huskers, who fin- 
ished with a 189.350, Oklahoma and lowa rounded out the field with 
185.225 and 184.975 points, respectively, in the season-opening 
competition. The meet was the first time that collegiate teams had 
ever competed on the island of Maui. 

Huskers Misty Oxford and Heather Brink led Nebraska to a |- 
2 finish in the all-around. Oxford took first with a 38.450, while Brink 
captured runner-up honors with a 37.950. 

On vault, Brink won the Huskers’ only individual crown with a 9.70, 
as the Huskers took three of the top four places on the event. Ox- 
ford finished third with a 9.60, while sophomore Arica Lamb fin- 
ished in a tie for fourth with a 9.50. 


Jan. 16 -- Brink Leads Huskers to Win at Denver 

Denver, Colo. --Behind the all-around championship performance 
of sophomore Heather Brink, the Nebraska women’s gymnastics 
team improved to 3-! on the season with a 191.10-190.30 victory in 
front of 513 fans at the DU Fieldhouse. 

The Lincoln, Neb., native took first with a 38.975, marking the sixth 
time she has scored a 38.90 or higher in all-around during her career. 
Brink, who was named Big 12 Gymnast of the Week for her perfor- 
mance, won three of the four event titles on the evening, taking top 
honors on vault (9.825), uneven bars (9.775) and floor exercise (9.80). 
Robyn King was the Pioneers’ only first-place finisher, winning the 
balance beam with a score of 9.70. The Husker win marked the first 
time that Denver had lost a home meet since the! 995 season. 


Jan. 31 -- Huskers Rout Missouri in Home Opener 


Lincoln -- Setting season highs in all four events, the Huskers de- 
feated Missouri, 194.60-190.125, in NU's home opener at the Bob 
Devaney Sports Center in front of |,581 on Jan. 30. The Huskers won 
their |Oth straight home opener and moved to | 1-0 all time against 
the Tigers at the Devaney Center. 

Junior Misty Oxford and sophomore Heather Brink each scored 
39.225 en route to tying for all-around honors. Oxford, who won Big 
12 Gymnast-of-the-Week honors, won the balance beam by scoring 
a 9.825 and took top honors on the floor exercise with a 9.90. The 
Kelso, Wash., native’s score of 39.225 was a career high and was the 
first time she had scored 39.00 or higher in the all-around. Brink 
finished first on the uneven bars (9.90) and vault (9.75), while setting 
a career high on floor exerise (9.875) to place second. The Huskers 
trailed, 48.20-48.05, after the first rotation before taking the lead for 
good with an outstanding effort on the uneven bars.

Junior Laurie McLaughlin’s 
first-place score of 9.875 led NU, as five of six Huskers scored 9,80 or 
higher. lowa State sophomore Kelli More tied McLaughlin with a 9.875, 
while junior Courtney Brown (9.85) and ISU's Kayo Merritt tied for 
third with 9.85.

Wilkinson finished with a score of 39.175, just 0.025 off her career- 
high score, as the Huskers improved to 9-4 on the season. The London, 
Ontario, native tied for first on the uneven bars with a career-high 
score of 9.90, placed third on the floor exercise (9.80) and was fourth 
on balance beam (9.825). 

The Huskers trailed the Spartans by 0.40 points heading into the final 
rotation before scoring a season high of 49,00 on floor exercise, as the 
Huskers swept the top three places in the event. Junior Misty Oxford 
placed first with a 9.90 and junior Courtney Brown finished second 
with a career high of 9.85.

ifs tics program, academic success is as paramount as athletic ac- 

complishments. With five GTE/CoSIDA Academic All-Ameri- 

cans and 23 NACGC Scholastic All-Americans since 1994, the 
Nebraska women's gymnastics team has maintained a high standard of 
academic excellence. 

In each of the past five seasons under Coach Dan Kendig, Nebraska has 
placed among the top 20 women's gymnastics programs in grade-point 
averages according to the National Association of Collegiate Gymnas- 
tics Coaches (NACGC), In 1998, three gymnasts, Courtney Brown, 
Misty Oxford and Laura Ohlendorf were named Scholastic All- 
Americans by the NACGC, the fifth straight season that three or more 
Husker gymnasts were honored in the same season. 

Since 1988, five Husker gymnasts, Mary Ocel, Jane Clemons, Nicole 
Duval, Joy Taylor and Kim DeHaan have earned academicAll-America 
recognition, Nebraska leads the nation with |62 first-, second- and 
third-team All-America honors across all sports. 

Mary Ocel was the first NU gymnast to earn Academic All-America 
honors. She carried a 3.9 grade-point average in physical education. In 
1988, she earned third-team honors and graduated in 1989. Ocel cur- 
rently coaches gymnastics in her native state of Minnesota. 

In 1990, Jane Clemons, a Big Eight all-around champion, became the 
second Husker gymnast to be named to the academic All-America team. 
She posted a 3.663 cumulative grade-point average in elementary educa- 
tion and is now a gymnastics coach in Arizona. 

Nicole Duval earned third-team academic All-America honors in 
1993 and 1994 before earning first-team honors as a senior. An All-Big 
Eight performer in 1993, Duval graduated with a 3.95 grade point aver- 
age in biological sciences. She currently works in California as a clinical 
researcher, 

Joy Taylor, the 1996 Academic All-American Gymnast of the Year, 
graduated with a 4.0 grade-point average in biological sciences in 1996. 
A two-time academic All-America selection, Taylor was the Big Eight 
vault, balance beam and all-around champion and was a second-team All- 
American as a senior: Taylor is currently is in medical school. 

A first-team academic All-American in 1996, Kim DeHaan was a 
three-time All-American who led Nebraska to its first NCAA Super Six 
finals appearance in 1997. DeHaan became the first Nebraska women's 
gymnast to earn both academic and athletic All-America honors in the 
same year, earning second-team All-America honors on uneven bars in 
1996, DeHaan is enrolled at the University of Nebraska Medical Center 
where she is working toward her M.D.

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Gymnastics Glossary 


Aerial - a stunt in which the gymnast turns completely over in the 
air without touching the apparatus with his or her hands. 

Amplitude - the height, or degree of execution of a movement. In 
general, the higher the salto or the more breathtaking the movement, 
the better the amplitude and the score. 

Apparatus - one of the various pieces of equipment used in gym- 
nastics competitions. 

Arch Position - the body is curved backwards. 

Back-in, Full-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete 
twist performed during the second salto). 

Compulsories - predesigned routines which contain specific move- 
ments required of all gymnasts. 

Composition - the structure of a gymnastics routine. Each indi- 
vidual movement or skill is a building block; how they are arranged 
into an exercise is called the composition of the routine, 

Dismount - to leave an apparatus at the end of a routine; usually 
done with a difficult twist or salto. 

Execution - the performance of a routine. Form, style and the 
technique used to complete the skills constitute the level of execu- 
tion of an exercise. Bent knees, poor toe point and an arched or 
loosely-held body position are all examples of poor execution. 

Flic-Flac - also known as a flip-flop or back handspring. Take off 
one or two feet, jump backwards onto hands and land on feet. This 
element is used in a majority of tumbling passes on the floor exer- 
cise. It is also used a great deal on the balance beam. 

Full-in, Back-out - a double salto with a full twist (the complete 
twist performed during the first salto). 

Giant -a swing in which the body is fully extended and moving 
through a 360 degree rotation around the bar. 

Half-in, Half-out -a double salto with a half twist on the first salto 
and a half twist on the second salto.

Handspring - springing off the hands by putting the weight on the 
arms and using a strong push from the shoulders; can be done either 
forward or backward; usually a linking movement. 

Kip -movement from a position below the equipment to a position 
above. 

Layout Position - straight or slightly arched body position, may be 
seen during a movement or a still position. 

Optionals - personally-designed routines which show the gymnast 
to the best advantage. 

Pike Position - body bent forward more than 90 degrees at the hips 
while the legs are kept straight. 

Pirouettes - changing direction by twisting in the handstand posi- 
tion. 

Release - leaving the bar to perform a move before regrasping it. 

Routine - a combination of stunts displaying a full range of skills on 
one apparatus. 

Salto -flip or somersault, with the feet coming up over the head and 
the body rotating around the axis of the waist. 

Tuck- a position in which the knees and hips are bent and drawn 
into the chest; the body is folded at the waist. 

Twist -not to be confused with a salto, a twist occurs when the 
gymnast rotates around the body's longitudinal axis, defined by the 
spine. 

Virtuosity- the artistry, or the degree of rhythm and harmony, dis- 
played while a movement is executed. In general, the more flowing and 
seamless a series of skills appears to be, the greater the virtuosity and 
the higher the score. 

Yurchenko Vault-Round-off entry onto the board, flic-flac onto the 
horse and one of the following off the horse: layout, full twist, one-and- 
a-half twist or double twist.

General: Six gymnasts from each team compete on each of the four 
events. The team score is obtained by adding the five highest scores on each 
event, Individual optional routines, put together by the gymnast to express 
herself through the skills she performs the best, have a starting value of only 9,5, 
An additional five tenths can be earned, up to four tenths by performing skills 
of the highest level (difficulty), and up to four tenths for performing series of 
high level skills (combination). Only one tenth must come from difficulty and 
only one tenth must come from combination, the rest may come from either. 
Common deductions are landing deductions. One tenth is taken away for each 
step or large hop that the gymnast takes, while only half a tenth is taken for a 
small hop. Other deductions include bent arms, legs, toes or leg separation. Falls 
that occur are deducted five tenths each time a fall occurs. Finally, a gymnast 
can receive a neutral deduction on balance beam and floor exercise. Neutral 
deductions are one tenth; and are received for being under or overtime on 
beam and floor, and for stepping out of bounds on the floor exercise. They 
occur each time that a gymnast violates these rules. Each event with the 
exception of vault has a series of six (bars) and seven (beam and floor) special 
requirements (SR's), and omission of any of these requirements results in a two 
tenths deduction from the start value.

Vault: Vault is unlike any other event. There are no specific requirements. It 
requires speed, quickness and explosive power. Unlike the other events each 
vault has its own start value, Most vaults done in college do not start from a 
10.0. Deductions are taken from the start value for technical errors in the pre- 
flight (approach), the block (the rise from the horse), the post-flight (height and 
distance from the horse) and the landing. Each gymnast performs two vaults, 
and the higher of the two scores is counted in the team scoring. 


Determining the Average Score 

* The gymnast has the right to perform two vaults 
* The vaults may be the same or different 

* Each vault is scored and averaged separately 

* The better score is counted 


Uneven Bars: An uneven bar routine must contain at least two bar 
changes these are the first two SR’s. A bar change is when the gymnast 
moves from the high bar to the low bar or vise-versa. It must also contain 
two release moves; these are the third and fourth SR's. A release move is 
defined as when the gymnast lets go of the bar with both hands and flips or 
twists and regrasps the same bar or the other bar. Uneven bar routines 
must contain change of direction. This is the fifth SR; it must be a change of 
at least 180 degrees or more. The final SR is a dismount. A bar routine must 
contain at least 10 skills. 


Special Requirements 

* At least two bar changes 

* One directional change 

* Two different flight elements of at least "B" value are required 


Balance Beam: The balance beam is 16 feet long, four feet high and 
merely four inches wide. Performing on the beam requires precise move- 
ment and intense concentration. A balance beam routine should be be- 
tween one minute 10 seconds and one minute 30 seconds. The first special 
requirement a beam routine must contain is a tumbling series. It must also 
contain a series of two leaps and a series of one tumbling skill and one leap 
skill. This series is called a gym/acro series. These two series are the second 
and third SR’s. The fourth SR is that the gymnast’s torso must touch the 
beam at some point during the routine. The gymnast must complete a turn 
of at least 360 degrees on one leg for the fifth SR. The sixth SR is a leap with 
large amplitude. This requirement may be part of the leap series, the gym/ 
acro series or entirely on its own. Finally, the gymnast must dismount the 
beam. This is the final SR. 


Special Requirements 

* One tumbling series of two or more flight elements 

* One dance series of two or more elements 

* One mixed series (tumbling/dance) of two or more elements 

+ One gymnastics leap, jump or hop with great amplitude, This may be 
part of the gym or mixed series 

* One gymnastics turn (minimum of 360 degrees) on one leg. 

* Element or connection close to the beam 


Floor Exercise: Floor exercise is a combination of dance and tum- 
bling to music on a 12 meter by 12 meter space. The duration of a floor 
routine should be between one minute 10 seconds and one minute 30 
seconds. A floor routine must contain at least two tumbling passes, first SR, 
one of which contains two flips, second SR. It must also contain three 
different flips within the two tumbling passes, third SR.A floor routine must 
contain a series of three leaps, fourth SR, and a series of two leaps and a 
tumbling skill or two tumbling skills and a leap, fifth SR. One of the leaps in 
the routine must be of "C” value or higher, sixth SR, The final SR is that the 
routine contains a dismount commensurate with the rest of the routine, 
Floor exercise has become not only one of the most beautiful of athletic 
events, but one of the most daring and exciting, as well.

|. Career Exploration--Knowing that less than | percent of 
all collegiate athletes advance to professional sports, Nebraska 
pioneered a comprehensive Career Counseling Program for 
student-athletes in 1988. This program has been modeled by 
many other NCAA institutions and is now a component of the 
NCAA Life Skills Program. 

The exploration phase has programs designed to help with 
career selection and clarification. These programs include: 
interest inventories, DISCOVER (an interactive computerized 
career guidance program), monthly career nights, career fairs, 
shadowing experiences, internships and cooperative education. 
2. Career Planning --An important aspect of preparing for a 
career is the teaching of job-development skills. At Nebraska, 
methods are taught to improve these skills, including resume 
development, cover-letter writing, job search strategies, 
interviewing skills, and graduate, law and medical school 
placement assistance. 

3. Career Placement--Assistance is provided in securing full- 
time employment upon graduation. Both the University Career 
Services office and Alumni office play an instrumental role in the 
placement process. 

4. Degree Audit Program--The Hewit Center has a 
tracking system in place to ensure accurate course selection 
and provide monitoring of each student-athlete’s progress 
toward a degree in his/her chosen field. Nebraska boasts an 86 
percent graduation rate of those who complete their collegiate 
eligibility at Nebraska. 


< Academics and Athletics 


Along with earning All-America honors and helping the Nebraska to 
its first ever Super Six Finals appearance in 1997, Nebraska's Shelly 
Bartlett was a four-time first-team academic all-conference selection 
before graduating in May of 1998. Bartlett was also a national finalist 
for NCAA Woman of the Year in 1997. 
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Academic Support 

1. Tutorial Support--One of Nebraska's largest and perhaps most 
beneficial support services for student-athletes is the Tutorial 
Program. Mentor tutors and subject tutors assist student-athletes in 
making successful transitions into college, while experiencing 
academic success. 

2. Supplemental Instruction--A sub-component of the tutorial 
program, this program is effective in helping student-athletes get 
adjusted to college academics, while enhancing academic self-esteem 
and study skills. 

3. Academic Supervision--In order to monitor the academic and 
graduation progress of Husker student-athletes, the counselors 
dedicate extensive time toward academic supervision. Counselors 
receive periodic grade reports from faculty, and various study hall 
and class attendance programs are in place, all for the benefit of the 
student-athletes. 

4. Computer Resources--Student-athletes can become more 
efficient and productive by accessing a variety of state of the art 
software programs in the newly expanded 52 terminal computer lab 
located in the Hewit Center. The lab features a combination of IBM 
and MacIntosh computers complete with laser-jet printers. 

5. Educational Assessments--During new student-athlete 
orientation, the academic staff administers a variety of educational 
assessments to student-athletes to better determine academic 
strengths and areas for improvement. The results help counselors 
and athletes to develop a personalized academic support team. 


Personal Support 


|. Orientation--The Hewit Center coordinates an annual New 
Student-Athlete Orientation program aimed at helping student- 
athletes experience a smooth transition into college life. 

2. Personal Counseling--Counseling staff members provide 
student-athletes with a supportive and caring environment. Areas 
addressed within personal counseling include: transitional issues, 
stress management, academic focus and personal crisis intervention. 
3. Multi-Cultural Support--This program is designed to enhance 
cultural awareness for all student-athletes to help build a support- 
ive, caring environment while learning about different cultural 
backgrounds.
